and amendment should take.

Senator "Hitchcock, l-<ule- of ihe j>m- 
ocratic ratification forces, were at work 
preparing the majority and minority 
reports, respectively, which they hope 
to have ready next week. 


Republican leaders oposed to unre- 


served ratification of the treaty will 
begin a campaign of speech making in 
reply to the president Wednesday. Sen-' 
ators Johnson, -Borah and McCormick 
will address a-mass meeting in Chicago 
on that date and Senator Johnson plans 
to speak at Indianapolis Thursday; St. 
Louis Friday, and Kansas" City Satur- 
day. 
Senator Reed will deliver an ad- 


dress at Akron. Ohio, Sunday and next 
week Senator Wadsworth will speak at 
Salem, N. Y. Senator Poindexter plans 
an address for Dunkirk, N. Y., Thurs 
day and later will speak at Pittsburgh 
and New York City. 


In announcing plans for the speech 
making, the Republican leaders said 
there was no intention "to trail the 
president" but that it was proposed to 
reply to his speeches both on the floor 
of the senate and elsewhere.

Kansas-City, Mo., Sept. 6.—President 
Wilson appealed to a Kansas City crowd 
today to support the peace treaty as a 
charter for 'a new order of world af- 
fairs. 
Making his third speech for the treaty 
in Missouri to a capacity audience, Pres- 
ident Wilson spoke in Convention hall, 
said, to accommodate 15,000. When the 
president, accompanied by Mrs. Wikon, 
appeared on the platform,' of the vast 
auditorium, the crowd, each with a small 
American flag, arose and cheered for 
more than two minutes. 
President Wilson had been cheered as 
the presidential party paraded through 
lour miles of the city's streets to Con- 
tention hall. 
In liis address the president covered 
many of the same points of the treaty 
had discussed in previous addresses,

EMBANKMENT 
ATHERTON DIES 


Lungs and Heart Crushed 


When Body Is Pinned 
Between Car Seat and 
Boulder. 


Harry Atherton, aged 32, was instant- 


ly killed Friday, shortly after midnight, 
when the machine in •which he was ricl- 
iiig overturned, three miles east of the 
Lutheran church turn on the Linnville 
pike. 
According to information received, 
Atherton with Ben Harris, owner of the 
car—a Dodge—called at the home of 
Oscar Dorn, South Morris street, a 
brother-in-law of Atherton. 
They left 
there about 10 o'clock and spoke of tak- 
ing a ride. 
Later, they picked up James Farabee 
and a seaman named Toban, who is 
visiting here. 
They escaped without 
injury, except one man has a. sprained 
ankle. The party was driving toward 
town, the road toeing narrow at that 
point, and it is supposed struck a bad 
place in the road, the car going over a 
high bank and turning completely over 
on a large rock almost 10 feet down, 
Atherton, who was riding in the back 
seat, was pinned between the rock and 
the back seat. 
The other men were able to crawl 
from under the car and Harris called 
each ones name, but Atherton did not 
answer. 
They immediately went to 
work and with the aid of some farmers 
nearby, jacked up the car to get Ather- 
ton from under it. He Was dead "when 
taken out. 
Frank Taafcl and another young man 
who were coming from town taking 
some friends to their homes nearby, 
took the three men to the city and 
Bazler's ambulance removed Atherton 
to the Bazler morgue. 
Evidently his 
lungs were crushed when he struck the 
rock as the body was bruised there and 
over his heart. 
The car which was held on the side 


of the bank by the rock had the top de 
molished and the windshield broken. 
Atherton, who was an inspector for 


the B. & O. in the yards, lives at 234 
Race street. His wife and three small 
children survive with his father, James 
Atherton, and brother, Raymond of 
South Morris street. 


Funeral arrangements have not been 


completed.

Declaring that any amendment to the 
treaty of peace, good or bad, reason- 
able or unreasonable, means the de- 
feat of the treaty with all Us disas- 
trous 
consequences, Senator Hitch- 


cock of ^Nebraska made a powerful 
speech in the senate today urging 
that the treaty be ratified without de~ 
lay and without amendment. 


Referring to the recent speech of 


Senator 
McCumber, Republican, of 


North Dakota, who voted against the 
Shantung amendment m the toreign 
relations committee, Senator Hitch- 
cock said" 


"lie has shown that the proposed 


amendment instead of helping China 
deprives her of the benefit of the 
promises and' concessions the United 
States has exacted from Japan. He 
has shown that Japan is already in 
possession ot the Geiman rights, priv- 
ileges and leaseholds. 
He has also 


shown that Great Britain and France 
are under pledge to Japan to stand

by her in her claim, and he has chal- 
lenged the supporters of the proposed 
amendment to show how China can 
possibly be benefited unless, when we 
reject Japan's promises, we propose 
to go to war with her and drive her 
out of Shantung for the benefit of 
China. 


"I think tho senator 
from North 


Dakota conclusively demonstrated the 
foll> ot the proposed amendment as 
far as it concerns China, and the dan- 
ger that it involves ,to tlie United 
States." 


Senator Hitchcock then explained 


the inevitable results if the senate 
should vote in favor of the Shantung 
amendment or any other 
He said 


that one o! two things would hap- 
pen—eitlier the president would re- 
fuse to go further .vith the treaty or 
he would have to submit the amend- 
ment to the nations associated with 
the United States lu the war. 


"Doet> auyone believe," asked the 


senator, "that the other nations would 
accept 
the 
Shantung amendment?" 


He pointer! out that Great Britain has 
alread> ratified the treaty and is un- 
der pledge to Japan with reference to 
Shantung: that France is soon to rat- 
ify the treaty and is under the same 
pledge to -Japan. 


"Does anyone suppose that Japan 


herself would submit to such A humil- 
iation before the ejes of the world?" 
asked Hitchcock "The answer is sim- 
ple," he asserted.* "We would find 
ourselves out in the' cold, isolated 
from the rest of the woild " 


"What, then, will the United States 


do' 
What 
will 
those American 


statesmen propose who stand for this 
method of killing' the treaty? Some 
of them will say that congress can 
pass a jornt resolution declaring a 
state of peace with Geimany. Others 
say the United States can negotiate a 
separate and independent treaty with 
Germany. 
Those who talk this way 


evidently have no conception of the 
enormous 
benefits 
and advantages 


which the United States derives from 
this treaty which wp wrung from Ger- 
many at the cannon's mouth. Neither 
have they any conception of the diffi- 
culties involved in negotiating a new 
treaty with Germany to establish the 
treaty of peace aria" settle the-contro- 
versies of the war 


"To my mind, it would be suicidal 


for the United States! to throw away 
the advantages and benefits provided 
in this treaty. It would be disastrous 
commercially and financially. It would 
put us "at an enormous disadvantage 
in our international relations not only 
with Germany but with those .nations 
we would thus desert. They Would re*

main bound together by ties of mu- 
tual interest. They would enjoy the 
benefits of the treaty and would not 
be slow to take every advantage of 
them. ,They would resent ourWeser- 
tion.

"Up to this point, I have discussed 


the possible defeat of the treaty by 
means of proposed amendments to it. 
That is the real program and hope of 
the majority of the committee on i for- 
eign relations. It is for that purpose 
that the treaty has been locked up in 
Gold storage for so many weeks. The 
enemies of the league ,of nations in 
the senate are not many compared to 
its friends, but they control the com- 
mittee. 
They have felt justified in 


retaining the treaty in the commit- 
tee, 
h6lding useless 
hearings 
and 


making killing amendments with the 
full 
knowledge 
that 
amendments 


would beat the treaty Just as effect- 
ively as 'a refusal to ratify. 


"A few. a very few, senators have 


declared that they would vote against 
the treaty because of the league of 
nations., but it has remained for the 
senator 
from 
Pennsylvania 
(Mr. 


Knox) to declare boldly against our 
participation 
in 
the treaty settle- 


ment. 


"To say that he has amazed the 


country is to put it mildly—he has 
shocked the cou/itry. 


Strangely enougti, „ after months of 


time and a number of speeches in 
which his attack on the treaty has 
been on account of article 1, 'which 
contains the league of nations, he 
now takes a new position. 
He for- 


merly favored taking the league of 
nations out, of the treaty and ratify- 
ing the peace settlement with Ger- 
many. 
Now he suddenly changes 


front, declares in favor of deseitmg 
the nations associated with us in the 
war and advocates an unconditional 
peace or a negotiated peace with Ger- 
many. 


"Was there ever a more insane in- 


ternational policy proposed7 The mix- 
ture of poltroonery and folly it is 
difficult to see which predominates 
Senator Knox goes the limit. He not 
only proposes that we desert 
our 


friends and abandon our obligations, 
but he suggests that we release Ger- 
many from all promises of indemni- 
ties and reparations. 


"Why not go further and propose 


that we compensate Germany? That 
would be a still stronger appeal to 
German sentiment." 


Senator Hitchcock said that he had 


full faith that the treaty would re- 
ceive different treatment in the sen- 
ate than it has in the foreign rela- 
tions committee. ''In the senate," he 
said, "there are few men who favor 
deserting the cause of civilization un- 
til the victory in the field has been 
rendered permanent by a peace set- 
tlement with ample guarantees 
In 


the senate are few senators who favor 
releasing Germany from all responsi- 
bility for the war, few senators will- 
ing- to sacrifice the^ material interests 
of the United States which this treaty 
alone can protect." 


In 
concluding what was, without 


doubt, one of the ablest speeches that 
has been made in the senate for rati- 
fication of the treaty without amend- 
ment, Senator Hitchcock said: 


"I can not close without a few 


words on the league of nations fea 
ture of the treaty, which has been so 
persistently 
and 
unreasonably 
at- 


tacked .in this chamber. To most of 
these attacks I have listened 
They 


have varied somewhat, but they all 
have one characteristic in common—a 
tremendous exaggeration of possible 
disadvantages tfo this country. 


"Those who oonjure up these possi- 


ble disadvantages seem to ignore al- 
together the enormous advantages of 
organizing the world for peace. They 
appear to have lost sight of the hor- 
rors, evils and dangers of war while 
in the contemplation of possible dis- 
advantages under bhe league of na- 
tions. 
They make mountins out of 


mole hills in reviewing difficulties in 
the league plan. They are suspicious 
that, while it may benefit every other 
nation on earth, it is so devised as to 
bring disaster to the United States. 
They crawl upon the ground with a 
microscope searching for pitfalls and 
are unable to loolc forward to the 
promised land of peace and order and 
justice to which the new movement 
leads."

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ORGANIZATION FOE PUBLIC. 


It often happens that a small but 


compact and well organized group can 
control legislatures and congress, in op- 
position to the will of the silent and un- 
organized mass of the 
people. 
The 


politician feels the pressure of 
the 


small 
but acln e 
organization, and 


knows that if lie votes against it .he 
may lose the solid block of their \ otes. 


He thinks that the rest of the people 


will forget about it before the election 
But frequentlv they don't. 


It is inteiesting to see how the sen- 


timent 
of 
congress 
so 
frequently 


changes after the congressmen 
have 


had a chance to go home and learn 
what their constituents 
really 
think 


After talking1 with the people of their 
home districts, they find that there is 
a great silent mass of opinion not ex- 
piessed through the active organiza- 
tions agitating for their own special 
benefit. 


There ought to be some way for the 


great mass of silent citizens to make 
their opinions more cleat ly felt. Some 
one suggests that an organization be 
formed of the general public, to repre- 
sent the general community mteiest, 
which is so frequently ignored by those 
who are advancing some special inter- 
est. It would be a splendid idea. 


However, lacking that, there is one 


very practical thing that the average 
citizen can do here in Newark. He can 
sit down and writ? to his representative 
and his congressman and his senator 
when attempts aie made by small or- 
ganizations to control 
public 
policy 


with a view to theinterest of minorities. 
Public men are only too glad to learn 
what the rank and .file of the people 
think about things. "When the mass of 
the people come in closer with their 
legislators, the government will be less 
subject to the dictation 
of small but 


thoroughly 
organize*! miiioiities. Our 


United States senators are Atlee Pome- 
rene and Warren G. Harding, our cong- 
gressman, 
AViliiam A. Ashbrook, 
our 


state senator 
William il. Sliller and 


Licking county's representative in the 
state 
legislature is John S. Graham.

should be addressed,

No matter what generous appropria- 


tions are made for the public schools, 
no matter how faithful the teachers, 
the results will be unsatisfactory un- 
less the children put heart into then- 
work.

"Hand at the head of the class and the 
poorest at the foot, was an old method 
f aiousing ambition that showed a lot 
f knowledge of human nature. 
Teachers and parents should maicu 


every etfort to reason with children, 
and make them see how their whole 
uuire depends 
upon 
their 
making 


good use of the splendid opportunities 
jiven to the pupils privileged to attend 
he schools of Newark. 


They should be constantly reminded 


hat the boy and girl who makes good 
11 school, i.s usually the same one who 
makes good in business and industry 
ater on. 


They are the most frivolous and su-

transpired at Paris, the 


often hostile motives that lay just un- 
der the surface, the conflicting inter- 
ests that

nearly as might be, the vast broad field 
of age old wiongs which needed right- 
ing, 
the millions of oppressed people 


to whom for the first time in their 
lives came now the dawn of a hope for 
bettsr tilings.

In the meantime the standard 
ot living among all men is rapidly 
growing better.

every respect. These conditions aiean 
high costs and add to the aggregate 
demand.

mendous iood shortage. 


The tact that one might personally 


be able to inuulge in u aster ul habits 
and needless extravagances does not 
in any way justifj these practices. 
"Whatever is wasted in material or 
labor i educes supply and curbs pro- 
duction by just so much. 


These are the days when we must 


display our patriotism. There is not 
the excitement of war to encourage 
these impulses. Therefore, practices of 
thrift now mean more intense patriot- 
ism than during the war-time period. 
Let us all show our real Americanism 
by eliminating waste of every kind 
and by practicing broad, upbuilding, 
constructive thrift.
